“Friends of Mrs. Alderson and fam- 
ily, former residents of Beaver Mines, 
are grieved to learn of the accident, 
near Exeter, California, which has 
taken as a toll the life of George, 12, 
and seriously injuring John, 16.

“The automobile, driven by John 
Alderson,, was crossing the © tracks 
eastbound when caught by the loco- 
motive. Both boys were thrown out,

than two hours after, at the Exeter 
hospital. John was taken to the Se- 
woia sanitarium, where he is suffer- 
ng from a fractured vertebra, a 
yroken shoulder and other injuries.”

Curb British Money Lediders 


New Bill Contains Restrictions Which 
Will Benefit the Public 

The Moneylenders: Bill which has 
passed the British House of Com- 
‘mons and is now before the House of 
Lords, is practically certain of a safe 
passage to the Statute Book. The Bill 
is expected to come into force next 
New Year's day. Its provisions are:— 

(1)—Every moneylender must take, 
out an annual license costing £15, in 
respect of each of his offices; (2) 
Moneylender’s circulars are declared 
illegal, unless asked for; (3) 

“Moneylenders may advertise only in 
a specified form; ~“(4) Moneylenders 
thay not employ canvassers (touts) 
or agents. } 

(5)—Memoranda of sonicarts: must 
be signed by borrowers and copies 
supplied to borrowers within: seven 
days; (6) Contracts must show the 
date of the loan and the interest per 
cent. per annum; (7) Compound in- 
terest, and increase in’ the’ rate of 
interest for default, are prohibited; 
(8) Moneylenders must supply on 
the borrower’s demand at any time a 
record of the state of any loan. 


(9)—Iuterest is limited to 48 © per 


cent. per annum,-unless proof can be 
produced that higher interest is not | 
“harsh. and unconscionable.” (10) 
Preliminary charges are forbidden, | 
and there is a general limit of twelve 
months’ from the date of default to 
’ actions by moneylenders; (11) The 
“measure applies (with certain modifi 

cations) to Scotland, but not to 
Northern Ireland.

Evidence that Scotland ‘was Inhab” 


ited. by cave men in the chilly days 
of the old stone age has beon obtain: 
ed as A requit of excavation in caves 
of northern Scotland. 

James B. Cree, who ditécted re- 

searches in, four @aves, under a grant 
from the Royal Society of London, 
has reported the discovery of two-hu- 
man skeletons in connection. with 
bones of bears And other atiimals of 
frigia climates. 
. Further evidence of man’s occupa- 
tion of the caves in ancient times Was 
found in a lower levei of gravel con- 
taining antlers and bones of reindeer 
together with tools of reindeer horn, 
antlers cut and scratched by human 
beings, and bits of, charcoal which 
showed that fires had been burning. 

These finds are the first indication 
that there were any human beings In 
Scotland as far back as the Paleo- 
lithic era, which ended some. 10,000 
years ago, Mr, Creo’s . researches 
have disclosed. the first bénes of 
cave-begrs and Arctic foxes to be 
found in Scotland.

Aviator Hed Namew Escape 


Frenchman Fell Headlong Nearly 
Four Miles Before Parachute  — 
Opened 

After a headlong fall of nearly four 
miles through space, a French avia- 
lor, Jean van Laere, suffered merely 
from.a rush of blood to his héad 
caused by ‘the dizzy drop, 

Van Laere’s parachute “failed to 
open when he leaped from his, plane 
at an altitude. of 7,000 metres ‘and 
remained shut until by some miracu- 
lous atmosphere shock it suddenly 
opened when he was 100. metres 
(about 330 fect) from the earth. The 
aviator’s* fall halted abruptly and he 
dropped. gently down into a tree, 1 
near ~ Beau- 
mont-Sur-Oise, over which he: @had 
been flying. 

Stunned by -his long fall the air-. 
man hung only half conscious in the 
branches :of the tree. for some time 
until le wag discovered by members 
of the Forestry "Service, who lowered 
him to the ground and carried him to 
their: hut, where, after a couple of 
hours’ rest, he regained lucidity and 
was able -to give an account of his 
aerial adventure. - : 

Van Laeré was Hiaking a test. flight 
from. Villacoubly Plying Field. Flying 
over the field; ihe ‘climbed to a height 
of 7,000 metres, when his respirator 
for some reason. stoppéd functioning. 

“White choking in his efforts to ad- 
just. the respirator, Van Laere said, 
he lost control of the: plane and. de- 
cided he would have to jump to save 
himself. He sueceeded in . leaping 
clear with the parachute, but when it 
failed to open he believed that he 
would be killed. z 

““T am astonished to’ find’. myself 
alive,” ‘said the aviator. 

“The plane. was found totally de- 
molished and. almost wholly buried 
under the ground a few hundred 
yards from the spot where the aviator 
landed. -

The organization. of 
the Northwest Mounted Police in [874 
was a wise move by the Canadian 
Government, and the Indians. soon 
learned the value of the “force as a 
protecting agency for them. 

Crowfoot, thé wise Chief of the 
Blackfoot tribe, out near the. foot- 
hills, expressed well the view of the 
enlightened Indian when he signea 
the Blackfoot Treaty in 1877. .“If the

police haye. protected us as the
